John II. Edwards, of Mitchell,serv­ 


ing as special judge in the appeoLof 


the Seymour Water Company from a 


recent decision of the Indiana pub­ 


lic service compactv ordering lower 


rates in this city, today, handed down 


a decision in favor of the plaintiff 
company. 
Judge Edwards rules that 
the Indiana Commi-sion rn without 
authority to interfere with existing 
rate charges which were fixed by a 
contract in the form of a franchise 
granted prior to the creation of the 
'state utilities body. 
The decision, if 
it is upheld by the supreme court, 
means the overthrow of the ruling of 
the commission which ordered the lo­ 
cal company to 
give ten 
percent, 
discount on all bills, including the 
municipal schedule, will ch are paid 
within ten day* of the stated date 
for settlement. 
The case lias been in 'court for 
several years. 
When the action was 
first instituted by the city in an ef­ 
fort to secure lower rates the auth­ 
ority of the commission was ques­ 
tioned by th^court and the point was 
t arried to the United States circuit 
eourt in Chicago, 
The federal ocurt 
held that the commission could*ex­ 
ercise authority over the local com­ 
pany and following a hearing the 
slight reduction in rates was awarded. 
The Water Compar!\ was not sat­ 
isfied with the derision of the com­ 
mission, 
contending 
among 
other 
taunts that the appraisement of the 


c o m p a n y 's projrertv wa-* too low. Hie 
Company then took its recourse in 
court 
and 
secured 
an 
injunction 
against tin* commission from enforc­ 
ing its order. 
The temporarily in­ 
junction was made permanent, 
rho 
decision of Special Judge Edwards 
is a surprise to the public as it was 
generally expected that the author­ 
ity of the comims-ion had been set­ 
tled. 
The Company did not surrender its 
franchise but elected to operate un­ 
der the terms which we're specified in 
its contract with tho city, 
I f the 
company has decided to operate its 
property here under an imietermine 
permit and had surrendered its fran­ 
chise, the commission would have had 
authority to alter th© rates here, the 
special jujdgc bald. 
The company 
w as 
represented 
bv Judge 0. 
II. 
Montgomery, of this city, while the 
commission was represented by the 
nttorney-general’s office. Judge John 
M. I ,ewis, city attorney, was interest­ 
ed in the case sa behalf of the city, 
although tho municipality was not 
named as a direct party to the pro­ 
ceeding. 
The utilities body will undoubtedly 
appeal th© decision to the supreme 
court as tho decision of Judgo E d ­ 
wards will have a fur reaching ef­ 
fect, and would seriously hamper the 
ccmmisison in its work throughout 
the state, inasmuch as many com­ 
panies are still operating under their 
original franchises.
